The use of oatmeal is largely on. the in-

Thie grain U very rich in gluten and fat, 
and contains a good quantity of starch and 
sugar, being everywhere recognized as a 
valuable food.

'into bread, but it makes good cakes.' in 
Scotland the finer variety of oatmeal is 
baked thin, but < the coarser kind is made 
into thick cakes called' bannocks.. In Nor- 
way the common food of the peasantry is 
a Ihln cake called flad brod, which i) made 
of ground oats, husk and all, mixed with 
potatoes, and baked on a griddle or frying 
pan. 
A very palatable dish is made in
